'Scorched Earth' Tactics Start 
As Dutch Forge Ahead in Java 

BATAVIA, Java, July 23 (vP)— Scorched earth tactics were begun today by Indonesian 
republican forces ahead of a determined Dutch army drive to slice Java in two, a broad- 
cast Indonesian army communique announced. At the same time official -Dutch dispatches 
from Sumatra said irregular Indonesian soldiers of "the people's army" on the big neigh- 
boring island of Sumatra also were applying the tactics. These dispatches said the irregu- 
lars burned more than 100 hpmea before evacuating the town of Arnhemia, a few miles 

south of Dutch-held Medan. 
Arnhemia now Iff In Dutch 
hands, the dispatches said. 

An Indoneslanh communtQue ac- 
knowledged that Dutch troops In 
east central Java were only 13 milea 
from the key Indonesian strong- 
hold of Malang, and were driving 
southward to a town only seven 
miles from the stronghold. 
Threaten Capital 
Other Dutch units threatened the 
republican capital of Jogjakarta, 
with a two -pronged drive. One 
Dutch column driving south frcan 
Semarang on ' the north central 
coast took Solatlga, key town on ^ 
ihlgbwar irtodliig 4S BtpUBtalnoiu 
mlli^ io Jouakirls. 

Advices mm Jogjakarta said the 
mdonedoni had Imposed a nightly 
10 pm. to 6 am. curfew In their 
capital u officials took an increas- 
ingly grave view of Uio military 
situation.

It Is Interesting to read the de- 
BcrtpUons in pedigree papers on 
some of the pigtons young Morrison 
has purchased, lor Instance "Pen- 
som: rolls 30 to 30 feet In excellent 
control;" another 'tolls medium 
depth 10 to 30 feet, tight as a pin 
wheel;" and sUll another "never 
kniawn to hit or bump." In this re- 
gard sometimes U a bird Is not quite 
expert or perhaps gets to rolling or 
tumbling too fast It may come down 
and hit a fence or some other object 
and be injured. 

An enlightening chapter on the 
fundamentals ot training the roller 
Is contained Ui the book "Forty 
Years with Rollers," by Dr. A, D. 
Blackburn, one of the leading breed- 
ers of this type of pigeon in the 
United States. I thought It w«s 
limply an Inborn trait (which It Is 
to some extent) In performing, but 
found that some speclallEed train- 
ing makes for keener and better 
acrobatics among this fascinating 
bird famUy.

GAMBLE OF DISARMAMENT 
Twenty distinguished Americans have Is- 
flued a sharp denunciation of universal mil- 
itary training and of the Prealdent'a advisory 
commission which advocates It. The group, 
which Includes stateamen, educators, clergy- 
men and editors, among others, calls peace- 
time conscription "outmo(led" and charges 
that It "gives a nation the feeling of power 
without the reality of power." 

As alternatives to the proposed training 
program, the group suggests activities which 
the great majorities of Americans, hicluding 
the backers of universal training, must surely 
endorse. The suggestions Include a vigorous 
program of universal disarmament, a 
strengthening of the United Nations, a broad 
relief and rehabilitation program which 
would Include aid to Russia, and a strength- 
ening of democracy at home through a rise 
In living standards. 

All of US, naturally, would like to see world- 
wide disarmament and greater health and 
comfort both here and abroad. All of us 
would like to have In our pocket* the tax 
moner that a national defense program 
xovlA^ cost. 

But how is voluntary disarmament by the 
TTnlted BUtes going to make the rest of the 
world disarm? It has been tried before, and 
It didn't work. How is America's mlUtary 
weakness going to stop Russian expansion? 

In the face of Russia's attitude toward the 

UN and atomic energy control and the Mar- 
ihall plan, what guarantee Is there that 
America's moral suasion and good example 
will cause Russia to change her ways? Mos- 
cow has been largely Instrumental in etlfllng 
« Individual and political liberty in Russia's 
noighborlng countries. Moscow's communist 
parties are endeavoring to undermine indivl- 
duftl and poUtlcal Uberty all over the world- 
Including America. 

"No one In his ienses,'*,the statement says, 
"can long entertain the Idea that Russia will 
L not also take to heart, }i the United States 
[C does, the commission's counsel to lead from 
f strength, and at every cost to avoid weak- 
[ ness." 

1 But can anyone in his senses seriously 
doubt that Russia had taken that counsel 
to heart long before It was uttered by Mr. 
Truman's advisers? Are we to gamble on 
escaping attack by disarming? Is it wrong to 
avoid weakness at a time when the demo- 
eracies of a weak Europe are threatened and 
assailed? 

When we talk now of war, we mean war 
with Russia. The American people do not 
want war with Russia or anyone else. No 
American travelers have reported the Rus- 
sian people wanting war. The American gov- 
ernment does not want it. But what about 
the Soviet government? 

America doesn't know, but the signs are 
not encouraging. Until the answer is de- 
finitely no. It would seem best for this coun- 
try to retain its military strength, even as Its 
government continues to strive for peace. 



THE NURSE SHORTAGE 
A bureau of labor standards survey reveals 
that the average registered nurse gets 140 
for a 44-hour week— a wage on a par with 
What lawn mowing and other unskilled labor 
ll bringing In many parts of the country. And 
we have observed that people are about as 
prono to complain about the high cost of 
nursing care as they are about the high cost 
' of getting the grass cut. 

No wonder, then, that we have a shortage 
of nurses in this country, or that there is 
unrest among the aoo,ooo still practicing in 
■pita of the inadequate pay. It would be a 
pity If the teachers' strikes of last winter 
were to be repeated in the nursing field. But 
unless this skilled and Indispensable pro- 
fession Is better compensated, Americans can 
scarcely be surprised If organisation and con- 
certed, militant action by nurses should come 
to pass.

The new, July directive to Oen. Luclui D. Olay. our 
commander there, wders him to permit a much 
hliher level of general IndUitrial 
production, althoush barrlns re- 
armament. It also tnitnicts him to 
preach the "principles and ad van - 
taies of the free enterprUa «ti- 
tcm" to counteract current pnpa- 
landa on behalf of Riualan oom- 
Imitnlun and BrltUh aoclatisn. 

One otilclal Investlsator recently 
[gave a paraphrase of his report to a 
([roup ot American builnesa men at 
a west coast convention. His revel- 
aUoni ot condltloai made u pro- 
found and shocUnf an impression on 
them as they did on President Tru- 
man and Secretary Marshall. 

VENGEANCE— In descrlblnj "progressive deterior- 
ation" In the American lone, this IndustrlalUt de- 
clared that our "vengeance complex," M expressed In 
the original Morgenthau plan, and our extreme 
denaxIflcaUon policy had placed flfth-raU people In 
charge of factories, mines, railroads and all econ- 
omic activities. He held War Secretary Patterson and 
Qeneral Clay chiefly responsible for this situation. 

The original American p<dlcy. he said, which was 
laid down In a secret memo tent to Qeneral Elsen- 
hower In April of IMS, prevented Germany's ablest 
bankers. IndustrlalUU, Inventors, deslgnen. bualnesi- 
raanafErs and technicians from holding responsible 
posu. It placed management In the American sone 
In the hands ot "very low-grade" clerlts, atorekeepers, 
school teachers, pettifogging bureaucrats, etc.— folks 
80 inept and insignificant that Hitler did not ttilnk 
it worth-while to enroll them In the nazl party. 

The lop men, he maintained, were never Hitler 
sympatliliera. They had merely become "nominal 
nasls" for protection of themselves, their lamlllea and 
their property. Although thoy are the men who built 
the reloh Into a great, productive area, the core of 
European economy, they were outlawed under the 
now abandoned Patterson-OIay program. 

HAMPEBED— The BrltUh representatives, he con- 
tinued, are introducing socialism and nationalization 
into their tone, under Instructions from the labor 
government at London, General Clay, who believes 
that these methods have hampered volume produc- 
tion of badly needed coal, has frequently clashed oh 
the question with Sir Brian Robertson, the Attlee- 
Bevln representative. 

The French have looted their sector of Industrial 
equipment and goods almost as completely as the 
Russians have stripped eastern Qermsny. Remember- 
ing 1870, 1914 and 193S, they refuse to cooperate hi 
any movement to revive the nation upon which Euro- 
pean prosperity and sUbUlty have always depended. 

Deploring the original order that Industrial actlr- 
ily and production be stifled, he said: 

DETERIORATING— "The original thinking on thU 
quiaUon was Inoomprehenslhls. First, we determined 
that a few industries had a war potential. All our 
men working on thU problem think ot Oennany as a 
threat to the U. S., which It Un't. 

'formal minds would have said: 'We must prohibit 
production of war goods.' But I cannot Imagine any 
mind in thU room saying that we should prohibit 
shipbuilding, Aluminum, magnesium, abrasives, ball 
beulngs, roller bearings, fertlllters, rubber and oU— 
all the things implicit In a dynamic economy. 

"How, what U the result? When I wu hi Oennany 
In IMS, also on a war department survey, there was 
a great spirit of hopefulness. The people reaUted 
they were in deep trouble, but they expectMl the help 
of the great nations. They were actually looking for a 
new leadership. Z don't thUik they have had It. 

"There are many reasons, many explanations for 
our failure. But the fact Is that, whereas there waa 
great hopefulness In IMS, there Is nothing now but 
complete despair. The Oerman sltuaUon U deterior- 
ating rapidly before our very eyes." 

VICTIMS-Although the American held Secretary 
Patterson and General Clay directly responsible for 
Germany's plight, he thought them the victims ot the 
punishment program framed by the political htgherupe 
at YalU, Teheran and Potsdam. 

"I want to make thU dear," he explained. "I think 
General Clay la a vary great man, Ho and I have had 
knockdown argument* on our denatlflcation poUcy 
several times. I had them with Secretary Patterson. 

"But Clay and Patterson really believe In puttlnf 
the denasltlcatlon thing through to the dotting ot the 
last '1' and to the croaalng ot the last 't', no matter 
how long It takes. Other than that, I think General 
Clay a splendid admlnUtrator." 

FREeoOM— "The trouble with the whole thing U 
thai the American people have not yet realised what 
the problem la.

Farms' Stock 
Given Blame 
For Accidents 

Ttim anbnals WOdneaday were 
listed as principal cause ot farm ac- 
cidents by Twto Palls County Agent 
Jack p. Bmlth. 

Uvestock la responsible f or H P«r 
cent of the accidents and oowa are 
the worst offenders. Bmlth aald. 

Falls from loaded wagons and 
trucks ar»l other equipment 'cauae 
another 33 per cent of the accidents, 
according to figures supplied Smltb 
by the bureau of vital sutlstlea. 
Maehlocry Third 
Machinery took third place re- 
sponsibility for farm accidents with 
23 per cent, mostly caused by hay 
hoisting or hay handling equipment 
Carelessness in ustog and storing 
gasoline, kerosene and other petro- 
leum products costs some 600 Uvea 
annually and an average fire loss of 
more than $5,000,000 on farms to the 
United BUtes, the agent reported. 

Smith went on to say the home- 
maker who uses kerosene to start or 
revive a fire In a stove or furnace Is 
taking a chance which may result to 
the loss of a Ule or of a home. 

Danger of an explosion or fire la 
not as great If a corncob or a like 
object Is soaked to kerosene and 
lighted as It Is put toto the stove to 
ktodle the flame, he added. 

The best policy Is not to use kero- 
sene to start or revive a fire, the 
county agent concluded.

T-B Hospital 
Plan Outlined 
For Rotarians 

Idaho Is just beginning to make 
start In the care of Ita tubercu- 
loeli patients. Dr. Kenneth ty\rr, 
superintendent of the state hospital 
at Qoodlng, told meroberB ol the 
Twin Falls Rotary dub IMesday 

He said the Qoodlng liospltal now 
lacks equipment with wMcb to per- 
form modem surgical methods of 
treatment of tubercuIosU and 
nursM trained In the administra- 
tion of anesthesia lor tuberculosis 
surgery. However, one nurse la at- 
tending a school and will b? trained 
In the administering of anesthesia 
by next year. Dr. Tyler said, 

The hospital superintendent told 
Rotarians that the present Qood- 
lng hospital facUltlea are Inadequate 
but that steps are being made to 
Increase the facilities there and pro- 
vide adequate tuberculosis care anc 
prevention. He said some hospital 
space, badly needed lor patients, was 
being occupied as living quarters for 
hospital emplojes. However, the 
moving of 11 hgspltal bulldtnga 
from the Rupert prisoner of war 
camp will alleviate that situation, 

Dr. Tyler asserted that Idaho was 
behind neighboring states In the 
care of the disease and that all 
finances of the hospital now were 
being used for the care ot patients 
and that a case finding campaign 
had not been launched > 
Tyler asserted that the goal for the 
next 10 years Includes a program 
of no unrecognised and untreated 
tuberculosis casea In the atate, a 
declining rate ot cases and a reduc- 
tion of the death rate U> ID per 1,000 
cases. The present death real In 
Idaho Is 3& for each 1,000 casea, 
considerably more than the average 
' neighboring states.

Another Year 
Of Farm Aid 
Said Assured 

WASHINOTOH, July 33 {*) — 
Powerful bi-partisan lenata tappatt 
today vbrtualTy assured another year 
of life for the government's long 
range farm program with its bene- 
fit payment to farmers. . 

Senator Brooks,' R-. HI, reported 
that a previously deadlocked senate- 
house conference had agreed to con- 
tinue the program for ItKB crops 
with R »1U.OOO,000 fund promised 
to meet benefit payments iiid other 
costs. These Include pay for farmer 
committeemen at state, county and 
local levels. 

Agreement to continue the "oon- 
servatlon and use" program on R 
reduced basis next yeai^wlth max- 
imum Individual payments reduced 
from the present tlO.OOO top to 1500 
ended a stalemate that threatened 
to delay congressional adjournment 
plana. 

Unanlmeas Senate Backing 
Brooks, as chairman of the senate 
conferees, won usankaous senate 
backing on disputed points yester- 
day on roll call votes. He carried 
this Into conference today and pri- 
or dUferencea were adjusted In about 
1^ hour. 

The conferees confirmed a pre^ 
vlous agreement under which the 
senate would accept a house figure 
of $225,000,000 for rural electrifi- 
cation loans In place of the sen- 
ate's own $350,000,000 figure. The 
committee agreed on $5,000,000 for 
RE A administrative expenses, up 
tl.000,000 from the house allotment. 

Tlie conference agreement still Is 
subject to house and then senate 
approval. This ususlty Is forthcom- 
ing on a conference report. 
Other Agreements 
In addition to continuance of the 
main farm program Into 1S4S, Brooks 
reported these agreements of the 
senate -ho use conference group: 

1. A $205,000,000 fund to make 
benefit payments and meet other 
costs of the farm program on 1B<7 
crops. 

2. A $65,000,000 federal fund for 
school lunches with the provision 
that pennies paid by students able 
to buy a lunch may be counted as 
part of the local contribution. Lo- 
cal agencies must match the fed- 
eral funds dollar for dollar. 

3. A tiS.000,000 loan fund to al- 
low veterans and tenants to become 
farm land owners. 

4. Acceptance of a house pro- 
vision that will require meat pack- 
ers to pay costs of federal meat In' 
speotlon which in the past has been 
paid chiefly by government funds, 

5. Acceptance of a senate pro- 
vision for continuance of the fed- 
eral crop Insurance program on an 
experimental basis with a $5,000,000 
fund to meet costs.

Defeat Selves

There's an old saying that "You 
can't beat the Dutd)." It goes back 
to their reputation for aturdhiess, 
hard work, and high level of educa- 
tion and Intelligence, and nukes the 
present situation In the East Indies 
rather Incredible. 

A few months ago the Nether^ 
lands government was being hailed 
for Its progressive outlook In nego- 
tiating on agreement with the no- 
tlves giving them a maximum of In- 
dependence through still preserving 
a connection with tha queen's do- 
main. 

FaUenec Tried 

Difficulties arose over the work- 
ing of the agreement. The political- 
ly Immature natives have Uxed 
the patience of the IDutch by In- 
creasing demands, by refusing to 
lay down Uieir arma or release their 
hostages until everything has been 
signed, sealed iind delivered. 

The Netherlands la an over-pop- 
ulated farm where sdhe 10,000.000 
people depend heavily for their ex- 
istence on sales abroad of the 
products of the Indies. Netherlands 
revenue from the colonies Is nor- 
mally something like 30 times that 
from the homeland Itself. | 
Views Clash 

Suddenly bereft of this. It Is hard 
to sec how Holland could make ends 
meet. Efforts to protect It lie at 
the boftcm of IheIr hiablllly to 
reach a working agreement with 
the Indonesians. To the Dutch, such 
protection is a "must." To the na- 
tives, especially the extremists, 
those same Interests represent peon- 
age. 

When all the signs point to an 
end of a world era in which Euro- 
pean countries can control millions 
of colonials, to see a cultured west-
